1 . This action is responsive to application filed 9/30/2003. 

2. The disposition of the claims is as follows: claims 1-23 are pending in the application. 
Claims 1,11 and 21 are independent claims. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's independent claims 1,11 and 21 stand novel over the related prior art. For 
instance, while the closest related art of Sakata et al. (Japanese Patent Number JP 09147144 A), 
does make use of "the die draft angle in each calculated plane is compared, the die draft angle in 
each endpoint A... is found. Further the result display is performed by preparing the circle

divided by colors according to the angle found for discriminating the change of the die draft 
angle at a verification location, etc." 

However, does not the "draft angles relative to the pull direction at various locations", 
nor "employing a color map specifying a spectrum of colors for a plurality of trigonometric 
values of draft angles" as claimed in independents 1, 1 1 and 21. 

Therefore as claimed by the combined elements of independent claim 1,11, and 21, the 
cited reference and prior art of record lack separately and in combination the elements of said 
claims. 

Claims 2-10, 12-20 and 22-23 depend from allowable independent claims 1, 1 1 and 21 
respectively, and therefore are also allowed.
